School Trustees' Powors 

Mr. J. A. Maedonald said that there 
was a good purpose to be served by Mr. 
Hall's amendment, since it was not an 
uncommon thing for trustees to exceed 
their powers in estimating l he require- 
ments of schools. This forced munici- 
pal councils to use ordinary nppropria- 
ifous to meet school requirements. It 
would be far better to increase the .">- 
inill limit and to collect the whole school 
tax directly; then the actual cost of edu- 
cation would be obvious, and indirect 
taxation for that purpose, which was 
undesirable, would he done away with. 

Hon. F. Carter-Cotton thought ibis 
was a very ditUcicjt and complicated 
question, which would not be finally 
solved until the English method of au- 
thorizing school hoards to raise their 
own revenue by direct levying of taxes 
for school purposes was adopted. 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow said he must opposo 
the amendment because it practically 
(revolutionized the system of levying 
school rates, anil was so drastic and far- 
reaching a clllrtlge to be made in this 
manner at the tail end of a session. 

Mr. Hall withdrew his amendment 
and the report, was adopted.

A naval contingent, 
operating with the military sustained I 
thirty-two cosualtics. The Moros lost 
000 men killed. 

Major-General Leonard Wood, com- j 
mander of the division of the Philip- 
pined, reports as follows: 

"A severe action between troops, a 
naval detachment and constabulary and 
hostile Moros has taken place at Mount 
Dajo, near Jolo. 

"The engagement opened during the 
afternoon of March tith and ended in 
the morning of March 8th. 

"The action involved the capture of 
Mount Dajo. a lava cone 2,100 feet high, 
with a crater at its summit and ex- 
tremely steep. The last •1(10 (eel were at 
an angle id' sixty degrees, and there were 
fifty perpendicular ridges, covered with 
a growth of limber and sirongly fortified 
and defended by an invisible force of 
Moros. 

The Army Casualties 

"The army casualties were fifteen en- 
listed men killed, live commissioned ot- 
licers and enlisted men wounded. The 
naval casualties number thirty-two. En- 
sign HI D. Cooke, jr.. of the United 
States steamer Campagna, commanding 
the Pnmpanga fort, was severely wound- 
ed, and Coxswain Gilniore was severely 
wounded in the elbow. 

"Col. Joseph Duncan, of the Sixth in- 
fantry, directed the operations. 

"All the defenders of the Moro strong- 
hold were killed. Six hundred bodies 
were found on the field. 

"The action resulted in the extinction 
of a band of outlaws who, recognizing no 
chief, has been raiding friendly Moros, 
and who, owing to tiie defiance of the 
American authorities, has stirred up si 
dangerous condition of affairs. 

"The artillery was lifted by block and 
tackle a distance of 800 feel Into a posi- 
tion on the top of the crater. 

"Brigadier-General Bliss and myself 
were present throughout the action. 

"The attacking columns were com- 
manded by Major Omar Bundy, Cant. 
N. K. Pinion, ("apt. Rivers, dipt. L. M. 
Koehler, Cnpt. McGlachiern and Lieut. 
Johnson." 

Another Account of Fight 

Another account of the light near Jolo 
states that 000 outlaw Moros were killed 
in the crater of the precipitous volcano 
fire miles from Jolo. The Americans 
lost eighteen killed and lifly-two wound- 
ed. Including Capt. Rivers, of the Fourth 
cavalry; Lieut.

Radical Changes Proposed 
Many radical changes In the state 
insurance law and kindred statutes are 
proposed In the ten bills under consid- 
eration. The most Important of these 
and the one which naturally claims 
most consideration is a general revi- 
sion of the provisions of the insurance 
law governing life insurance com- 
panies and their relationship with theln 
policyholders. Provisions aro made at 
the annual distribution of a proportion 
of the surplus amount to the holders 
of ull policies written after January 1. 
inn?. This is to bo payable either on 
the anniversary of the policy or on a 
fixed dute determined by the com- 
pany. It is to bo payable at the op- 
tion of tho policyholders, either in cash 
or accumulating with interest to the 
credit of the policyholders. 

Deferred dividend policies arc pro- 
hibited, ami for standards forms for 
policies are provided. First, ordinary 
life; second, limited payment life;, 
third endowment policy, and fourth, 
a term policy. 

Standard Forms of Policies 
Standard forms are determined and 
mutual and stock life companies issu- 
ing participating policies are prohibit- 
ed from issuing any policy which does 
not give the holder tho right to par- 
ticipate in tho accumulations of tin;

possible for an applicant for insurance 
to waive any of these restrictions 
placed upon the company. 
The Mutualization of the Companies 
is not made mandatory, but two meth- 
ods are provided by Which mutualb-.a- 
tion may be effected. One is by tho 
sale of the stock to the policyholders 
at a rair rate to be agreed upon by 
the directors, the stockholders and the 
policyholders, The other is by con- 
ferring upon (he policyholders the 
right to vote for the election of the 
directors. Hereafter, If the bill is 
enacted, the policyholders in all mu- 
tual companies would participate In 
the election of directors. A definite 
plan of nomination Is provided and 
policyholders may vote either in per- 
son, by proxy or by mailed ballot. 
Policyholders likewise may nominate 
Independent tickets, and the right to 
vote by the holders of policies of at 
least $1,000 of insurance.

Al Minsk the 
Society or Old Believers has had the 
temerity lo address a request In Pre- 
mier Wltte for permission to crush the 

nation's foes. The premier i ic- 

diately notified the governor-general of 
Minak lo lake measures lo prevent 
any outbreak. 

Nevertheless in many places re- 
actionary Officials and police who re- 
gard Ihe Jews an Ihe inciters of the 
lale revolution, are doing nothing, 
Deputation Was Alarmed 

The members of the deputation 
Which called on Ihe premier were 
genuinely alarmed. The appeal which 
they presented to the premier charged

British Columbia, by and with the advice 
of the executive council, doth order as 
follows: 

"That the terms upon which the l.nt- 
ish Columbia Southern Railway company 
shall offer their hinds for sale and set- 
tlement shall be the same as are pro- 
vided for by the land laws of this prov-

"That a certified copy of the enclosed 
renorl of the chief commissioner id' lands 
and works be forwarded to Mr. L. A.

And whereas, the loss of revenue to 
this province bv reason of this neglect 
is upwards of $450,000 since the first 
day of .lime, A. U 100:!: 

Be it resolved, that the present admin- 
istration is unworthy the confidence of 
this house. 

Evening Session 

The House resumed nt 8:30. 
Mr. Garden moved that the report 
of the Kalen Island committee be 
'adopted. He stated that bo sat on 
the committee as chairman from the 
6th February lo the close of the en- 
quiry. Every scope was allowed; 
not bine; was suppressed. The report 
bore out the evidence. Nothing was 
revealed reflecting In the slightest de- 
gree on the government. A good bar- 
gain was made for the province, and 
in years to come their conduct in the 
matter would be universally approved. 

Mr. .1. A. .Macdonald said that ho 
was not sure that it was In order to 
discuss the report in the absence of 
the evidence adduced, as was provided 
for by Hie order appointing the com- 
mittee; but as be had beard the evi- 
dence In; should proceed to discuss the 
report in the light of his knowledge. 
He stated first that the reserve did 
not cover Kaien Island, since that 
Island formed no pari of the Tslmp- 
seau peninsula. In excluding appli- 
cants who staked land on Kaien 
Island Hie commissioner defended him- 
self by sa; yln g thai in L8U1, when the 
reserve was made, the executive coun- 
cil did not know Unit Kaien was an 
Island. Hut in 1886 there was in the 
department a document referring to 
the "big Indian reserve," known as 
"Amended decision No. "," defining the 
Tsimpsean reserve. Accompanying it 
were tile field Holes. In thut docu- 
ment Kalen was mentioned as an 
island. In 1KS7 the survey com- 
menced, by S. l\ Tuck, and shewed 
Kaien as an Island, and was accepted 
as such by Mr. Forbes Vernon, the 
then chief commissioner. The only 
possible excuse for ignoring this was 
that it had been burled in the archives 
and forgotten. Mr. Core when giving 
his evidence (lid not remember il. In 
amended decision No. 2, one of the 
lines was lo bo drawn from the 
southern end of Dlgby Island, which 
entered Kalen island, so the depart- 
ment must have known. 

Scope of the Reserve 
If Mr. Vernon did Intend to Include 
Kalen Island be would have amended 
his decision and specifically mentioned 
it. The fact that ho did not do so 
was conclusive that be did not so In- 
tend. The Instrument itself men- 
tions the peninsula only, no mention 
being made of Islands, neither Kalen 
nor any other. All this was Incon- 
sistent with the findings of the com- 
mittee on the evidence adduced. 

On these grounds he declared that 
there was no reserve on Kaien Island, 
and the applicants Who were refused 
locations there . by the government 
were Illegally refused. 

Now, coming to 1004, Mr. Bod well, 
acting for Mr. Larson and Mr. James: 
Anderson, made an offer, which Within 
two weeks was practically accepted. 
At that lime no negotiations bad taken 
place between the government and the 
Grand Truffle Pacific, ' The govern- 
ment claimed thut they refused to deal 
with Mr. Bodwell until he produced 



evidence that he represented the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. There was no evi- 
dence, however, ■ that before the pass- 
ing of the brder-ih-couricll the govern- 
ment had any communication with the 
CJ. T. P. air. Huys' telegram was 
the one, and the only one, communica- 
tion on which the government rolled. 
The telegram was from Mr. Hays to 
Mr. Bodwell, not to the government, 
and at a time when Mr. Bodwell was 
acting for the adventurers, Messrs. 
Larsen and Anderson. In that tele- 
gram the G. T. I 1 , were strictly non- 
committal. "Did this telegram," asked 
Mr. Macdonald, "justify the claim of 
the government that they were In 
direct communication?" 

Mi-. Bodwell and His Clients 
The Premier had testified that he 
took Mr. Bodwell's word as a man of 
honor, but that gentleman said that be 
was acting; for .Messrs. Larsen and 
Anderson, who were bis clients. He 
(the speaker) claimed that the gov- 
ernment never bad any assurance of 
any kind from the G. '1'. P. The fact 
that the solicitor of these speculators 
drafted the order-in-council was must, 
extraordinary. True, It was after- 
wards altered, but still he drafted it. 
The attorney-general of the- province 
was absent and hud nothing to do with 
it. 

He submitted that the evidence dis- 
proved that the government had any 
dealings with the Grand Trunk Pad- 
lie. To ensure the success of Mr. 
Bodwell's scheme two things were 
necessary — first to establish a reserve, 
second to introduce the G. T. P. in 
some way into the transaction. The 
fact that the attorney-general was not 
consulted as to the reserve was most 
suspicious. But be testified that he 
was not consulted until a later date. 
Finally Mr. Bodwell discovered, or at 
any rate advised, that section 3D of 
the Land Act would enable them to do 
this, but section 39 applied only to the 
encouragement of Immigration, and as 
the lands were not required for this 
purpose, he declared that the govern- 
ment wrongly advised the lieutenant- 
governor to sign that order-ln-council 
The Attorney-General defended this 
phase of the transaction by saying that 
If the grantee was content to accept a 
bad title, that was his lookout, and he 
would not hesitate to advise the lieu- 
tenant-governor to sign the order-ln- 
council. 

The Government's Defence 
of the whole transaction was that it 
was "a good bargain." Was It a good 
bargain? What knowledge had the 
government at the time as to whether 
it was a good bargain or not? They 
made no enquiries, they hud no per- 
sonal knowledge, they had no reports. 
Not knowing the value of the asset 
with which they were dealing, they 
undertook to deal - with it. 

Was it a good bargain? The G. T. 
P. were bound to come to the const 
and they were bound to select the best 
harbor. A business man would ascer- 
tain whether this harbor offered the 
greatest facilities; that would be the 
first step towards making "a good bar- 
gain" — a condition precedent, in fact. 
Kitlmaat and Port Simpson were the 
only alternative points. At least half 
the land adjoining Port Simpson har- 
bor belonged to the provincial govern- 
ment. The Premier and the Chief 
Commissioner testified before the com- 
mittee that they did not know of this. 
With regard to Kitamaat they were 
similarly Ignorant that they owned 
one-fourth of the lands there. He 
wished to admit that the government 
got more by the G. T. P. agreement 
than they were entitled to under the 
Land Act. He contended, however, 
that the 1000-foot lot arrangement was 
a bad one for the province. That was 
the kind of bargain made for the gov- 
ernment by Mr. Bodwell, which they 
called a "good bargain." 

Merits of the Bargain 
He claimed that the government 
never made any attempt to make any 
bargain at all. If they had been bar- 
gaining they could have got the J-10,000 
at least which the G. T. P. actually 
agreed to pay Messrs. Larsen and 
Anderson. The "good bargain" was 
made by these gentlemen with the 
G. T. P. Why, Mr. Bodwell actually 
declined to act for the G. T. P. in 
drawing up that $10,000 because he 
was still acting for. Messrs. Larsen and 
Anderson, his clients, several nfonths 
after the signing of the order-ln- 
council. The "good bargain" was 
worth at least five times as much as 
the government got for II, because the 
G. T. P. were willing to pay this for it 
to others. 

True, tlie government retained lands 
worth millions; he conceded that, but 
if one quarter Interest was worth mil- 
lions, what was the whole worth? 
Had llie government dealt directly 
with the officials id the (hand Trunk 
Pacific, no fault could be found in the 
eharact-r of the transaction. What 
should be said of a government Unit 
preferred to deal with curbstone brok- 
ers rather than with the chlet officials 
of the company? 

I!ut, continued Mr. Macdonald, what

If it 
were national in its true intent the con- 
ditions of const ruction should apply 
equally to every part o'E the Dominion 
through winch it runs. Do they? 

When the question first came into 
public prominence it was through the 
application of the Grand Trunk railway 
tor a charter and a subsidy to extend 
its line from North Bay through to the 
Pacific ocean. The supporters of the 
government in eastern Canada, in Que- 
bec and the maritime provinces, held the 
government up and -said that unless the 
line were built in the east as well as i.i 
the west, they would not support the 
application of the Grand Trunk. So, 
perforce, the proposition developed into 
Its present form. The Grand Trunk 
would have nothing to do with the east- 
ern end. It did not suit their purposes 
and it was not a business proposition. 
They allowed the government to take 
care of the political end of the stick, 
and undertook the western business 
end. 

Political exigencies compelled the gov- 
ernment to build the eastern end simul- 
taneously with the prairie sections. 
Business' considerations impelled the 
Grand Trunk Pacific to commence and 
complete the prairie sections with as 
little delay as possible in order to gel 
into the whentlield of the Northwest. 

British Columbia has only seven mem- 
bers and the government could dispense 
with their support anyway, it neces- 
sary, ami as the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
from a business point of view, was in 
no hurry to reach the coast, it mattered 
very little what happened here for the 
time beiu^r. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific is nn. enter- 
prise built in suit a combination of polit- 
ical and business interests. It is nation- 
al only iu name. There were only two 
parlies consulted or considered — the 
Grand Trunk Railway company and the 
Liberal party. What did not suit their in- 
terests was cut out. Hence construction 
is rapidly advancing in the Northwest and 
is about to commence in the east. In 
British Columbia, which assumes three 
times the per capita obligation of any 
other province, the sound of a pick or 
shovel has not been heard. Surveys 
have not been undertaken and there is 
no word or thought of beginning. 

There is nothing national about an en- 
terprise conducted on those lines. When 
it comes to British Columbia it is ex- 
pected that the province shall contri- 
bute $7,500,000 acres of land i:\ order 
that the people may enjoy the same 
benefits as other provinces, which 
contribute nothing as provinces. 

It is a case of the numerically weak 
having to submit to the numerically 
strong. It is "practical politics," hut it 
is not national in the true sense of 
tlie word and of course, it is not jus- 
tice.

SAILOR COMMITS SUICIDE. 

Walter Miller Cuts His Throat With a 
Knife at Jubilee Hospital. 

Soon ufter I o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing Walter Miller, a seaman of the 
Empress of China, undergoing treat- 
ment for several weeks past for ulcer- 
ation of the stomach, ut the Jubilee 
Hospital, committed suicide by cutting 
his throat with a pocket-knife. An 
inquest held yesterday afternoon by 
the coroner. Dr. E. C. Hart, at the 
hospital showed that Miller, who was 
a patient in the public ward, had been 
recovering and indications were that a 
complete recovery would result. He 
wanted to leave his bed and was pre- 
vented by attendants. The ward was 
comparatively dark at night, and Mil- 
ler, left to himself, took the opportu- 
nity to bike a small knife and slash 
bis throat. lie rose, without, being 
seen by his fellow -patients In nearby 
beds, and secured the knife from ills 
wardrobe, slashed the jugular vein and 
windpipe, causing immediate death, 
j The patients nearby witnessed the 
j final act and made an outcry which 
lirought the nurses quickly. They 
summoned Dr. Hasell, medical super- 
intendent, who found Miller dead. Ef- 
forts were niude to stop the How of 
blood, bul they were loo lute: the 
unfortunate man died almost in- 
I stoutly. 

What Impelled Miller to destroy 
himself is not known, but it Is con- 
I lectured that despondency because of 
his illness was responsible for tem- 
porary insanity. Little was known of 
the unfortunate man. He was 32 
years of age, and as far as is known 
had no relatives here. 

The jury, after hearing the evidence 
of patients and nurses, brought In a 
verdict or "Suicide while temporarily 
deranged."

FOR YUKON TERRITORY 

Commissioner Mclnnes Inter- 
viewed at Winnipeg— Sim- 
plification of Code. 



The Winnipeg Free Press in its iss 
of Tuesday last mud: Hon. W. W. 
.Mclnnes, commissioner of the Yukon, : 
rived in the city this morning and leav 
tin's, afternoon for the East, where 
Will spend some time. Since going 
the Yukon in 1004 the commissioner h 
been steadily engaged in n close per 



under which th6 miners are working 
He has investigated all the claims, pro- 
tests, and complaints, made by ludivid- 1 strong 
mils and companies, and has reached 
persona] conclusions and convictions re- 1 
garding the action which the government 
ought to take in dealing with the prob- 
lems presented by mining operations in ! 
the gold-bearing area. These ideas have 
now been embodied in a new mining code 
which the commissioner will present to J 
the government for incorporation in a 
bill of parliament to be made law at the 
present session of the house. 

"What aio the essential points in the 
new mining law?" was asked of Mr. 
Mel nues by a Free Press reporter. 

"All that we want to do," replied the 
commissioner, "is to simplify the reg- 
ulations under w hich mining j's done and 
to give greater security to the operating 
miners. At the .present time there is, 
as we think, too much red tape in con- 
nection with the operation of the law: 
The miner is compelled constant Iv to" 
make reference to officials. Under our 
present system he is forced to interview 
the registrar four times each year. 
These restrictions, references, and ' reg- 
ulations have b<ien found very onerous 
and burdensome by tin- miner's, and we 
:isk for a simplification of the code. One 
of the provision's of the present order, 
which we n*k to .have rescinded, is that 
relating to the free miners' licence. This 
licence or permit must be taken out by 
every miner before beginning operation's 
and must be renewed each year. Occa- 
sionally miners overlook the matter of 
renewing the permits or their agents, 
who are entrusted with the duty, over- 
look it. Property wortli thousands and 
thousands of dollars has thus been lost 
through a technicality of this law. We 
.•ire asking, therefore, that the free min- 
ers' licence be entirely abolished. There 
is some revenue, naturally, from this 
source, of which we do not wish to de- 
prive the government, ami this revenue 
will be made up by some other tax. 
What we wish to do is nol to escape 
the tax, but to get rid of the necessity 
of taking out the licence, in order to in- 
crease the security of a miners' title. 

"We also ask t lie government to deal 
with the matter of the concessions grant- 
ed, in earlier years, to companies or in- 
dividuals. Some of these concessions are 
very large, stretching for miles along

"How large a bonus would you sug- 
gest as the proper sum to be given 10 a 
private company 7" was asked of Mr. 
Mclnnes. 

The commissioner was not willing to 
commit himself to any specific statement 
on Oils question; saying that the govern- 
ment ought to take the matter under ad- 
visement and decide what ought to be 
done. The creeks, he continued, were 
being ' worked very successfully by 
dredges. Ten new dredges had been or- 
dered and would he in use during the 
coming season. i 

"It is claimed that the day of the in- 
dividual miner is over in the Yukon, 
said the reporter. 

".This is by no mourns the case," re- 
plied Mr. Mohmes. '.'There is still a 
very large amount of. territory where 
the individual miner cufi work with good 
liop'e of success. On the streams which 
have already been exhausted by the in- 
dividual miners, the large companies are 
working win. modern machinery. For 
the hili claims water will have to be 
■brutish t a distance of sixty miles, and 
the "expanse necessarily will bo consid- 
erable. 

"Regarding the changes in the code, of 
tabling laws," be continued, "we desire 
that this code be made a Dominion law. 
'AC the present time the affairs of the 
Yukon are directed by order in council. 
This order in council may be superseded i 
at any time by a new order, and changes 
have been made on numerous occasions 
in the' past. What we desire is a more 
stable condition of affairs, which would 
be brought about by the enactment of a 
bill of parliament which would determine 
for some time to come the method and 
mode of administration in the country." 

Speaking of railway development ' in 
the Yukon, the commissioner stated that 
it was anticipated that about forty miles 
of railway line would be built this year, 
the line running from Dawson up' the 
creeks. Of this line live miles were com- 
pleted last year ami ten miles graded. 
This is the Klondike Mines railway, and 
is being built by British capital. 

The past, winter has been a record one 
for cold weather in the north, the ther- 
mometer falling very low and remaining 
at a low point for a long period. A very 



pleasant winter had been spent in Daw- 
son, however, and the British and Amer- 
ican people have lived together very hap- 
pily. There hns been little sickness, the 
health of the community being excel- 
lent. 

It. J. Macpher.son, M. P., or Vancou- 
ver, and William Galliher, M. P., of 
Nelson, arrived in the city witli Mr. Mc- 
lnnes nud proceeded east with him this 
afternoon. Dr. Alfred Thompson, mem- 
ber for Dawson, is also on the way east 
and will arrive in Winnipeg within a few 
days.

policyholders must be on tile In the 
office or the state superintendent of 
Insurance at Albany and at the gen- 
eral agencies of the companies. The 
amount of Insurance which any com- 
pany may write In any one state is 
limited. 

It Cannot Exceed $150,000,000 

In any case, and from that amount is 
graduated according to- the amount of 
outstanding Insurance held by the 
companies. The Investment of in- 
surance funds in stocks or like securi- 
ties is prohibited. Companies are 
| given live years in which to dispose 
qf their present stock holdings. The 
line of Investment made legal for these 
funds is specified, The commissions 
and emoluments to agents are limited, 
and bonuses, gifts or other considera- 
tions, except such as are fixed by the 
bill, are prohibited. I^oans and ad- 
vances to agents are prohibited. 

All salaries of officers above $r>,000 
per year must be fixed annually and 
with the approval of the state super- 
intendent of Insurance. Section 56 of 
the insurance law, which now requires 
the consent of the attorney-general to 
suits for accounting by insurance com- 
panies, is repealed. The powers of 
the state department of insurance are 
increased. 

The other bills likewise provide Im- 
portant amendments.

Why Manitoba's Boundaries 

Were Not Enlarged 

The Reasons Discussed by Hon. Mr. Rodgers, Pro- 
vincial Treasurer of That Province. 



Hon. Robert Rogers, provincial trens- 
urer of Manitoba, in discussing the ex- 
tension of the boundaries of the pro- 
vince In the Legislature the other day. 
anionK other tilings said: 

Sir Wilfrid told us that lie would send 
for us again. We waited on but <lld 
not receive the request: we anticipated. 
However, wo received a request from 
another gentleman, Mgr. Sbarrettl, ask- 
ing us to meet him, which we did. He de- 
sired us to take back to Manitoba leg- 
islation with respect to separate 
schools, and Mr. Campbell waited for 
him as requested. The attorney-gen- 
era.' was told again that it' he would 
take those certain laws back to the 
province of Manitoba it would facili- 
tate the mission to Ottawa with respect 
to the extension of the boundaries. 
This is a point at which we take issue, 
claiming as we do that the question of 
the re-establislnnent of separate schools 
in this province has nothing whatever 
to do with the matter of the extension 
of the boundaries. Let me at once 
make clear to the house In giving these 
clauses suggested by Mgr. Sbarrettl 
that this is not a matter between Bo- 
nian Catholics and Protestants of this 
province. There is no quarrel between 
tiiis government and t lie Roman Cath- 
olics, or between the Catholics, the 
Protestants and the province. The 
only 'quarrel that exists Is between Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, as head of the govern- 
ment at Ottawa, and the citizens of 
Manitoba. I Applause.) 

Bait Did Not Take. 

Those clauses of Mgr. Sbarrettl's 
were, I say, submitted to the attorney- 
general, but it Is needless to add that 
no action has been taken so far as .lils 
government Is concerned. It is also 
needless to add that wn resented then, 
as now. any attempt of any Individual, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier or anybody else, to 
make the extension of ear boundaries 
contingent on tin re-establishment of 
separate schools within the borders ot 
Manitoba. (Applause.) We waited at 
Ottawa a number of ila.es expecting to 
hear from Sir Wilfrid, but ' nothing 
came and we decided to write him a 
letter. No answer came and we re- 
turned to the province, and 1 feel it 
my duty on behalf of the people of 
Manitoba to make this statement with 
regard to the facts. I have made the 
statements to the public press of the 
country, and 1 want to say here now 
for the benefit of the Free Press 
(laughter) that every charge made at 
that time by myself. I want to be con- 



sidered as against Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
and I want tnem also to be considered 
as having been repeated by me today, 
on the lloor of this legislature. (Ap- 
plause.) 1 have nothing to regret, and 
nothing to take back. We made a 
plain statement of the facts as they 
actually existed. 

Mr. Rogers' Challenge. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier undertook to dis- 
pute or controvert the statement I 
made la the legislature with respect to 
the feeling which prevailed for the ex- 
tension of the- boundaries. I am sure 
it Is within the knowledge of every 
member of the house that year nfter 
year we passed resolution nfter resolu- 
tion, and In some instances this reso- 
lution was moved by an lion, member 
opposite and seconded by a member on 
Tills side of the house or vice versa. 
There was no difference of opinion. We 
were unanimous In our demands.' Not- 
withstanding this the memory of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. too, was evidently eery 
short as he undertook to say In the 
House of Commons that no request had 
been received by the parliament of 
Canada until the year 1905. He could 
ibid a resolution passed In 1001 asking 
for the extension of the boundaries. 
The same condition exists today, and 
I challenge now any individual In this 



ferred to. He had no recollection of It. 
I am sure, however, that there Is no 
class of people who will join more 
heartily than the Roman Catholics In 
resenting the action of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier In endeavoring to make the re- 
establishment of separate schools con- 
tingent on the extension of our boun- 
daries. It Is true that we have not 
succeeded, and equally true that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and those who sit 
around him have not hud the manly 
courage to come out In the open and 
give the exnet reason why they refused 
the extension. 

Mr. Rogers alluded to various state- 
ments in Le Sollel, Sir Wilfrid's organ, 
which went to show that separate 
schools Influenced the attitude towards 
Manitoba. 

The Keewatin Trouble. 



day In this Keewatin territory, and It 
places us in this position thai If the 
day cornea that Sir Wilfrid sees tit to 
offer US extension of o-ir boundaries 
northward, we shall be obliged by his 
interpretation of the constitution, to ac- 
cept that territory with separate 
schools established there. That Is the 
result, that is the reason, and the posi- 
tion we have been placed In, and it Is 
no doubt, the explanation why we have 
had so much quibbling and delay in 
respect to this matter. 

To Hedge Round. 

They are doing till this to try and 
hedge around, to force us into the 
admission or the acceptance of a prin- 
ciple that we have all along objected 
to. (Hear, hear.) By this means they 
have taken away from us this large 
territory which according to Sir Wil- 
frid's own admissions, we have admin- 
istered for thirty long years. We are, 
as a result of this scheming and owing 
to this condition of affairs, being pun- 
ished as no province has ever been 
punished In any part of this Dominion 
of Canada, and for this reason, why, 
we have the evidence of Sir Wilfrid's 
own official organ. As an additional 
proof that this Is Sir Wilfrid's own per- 
sonal organ, 1 may give another in- 
stance. A row occurred recently in 
Quebec on municipal matters. Sena- 
tor Choquette was ambitious for .mu- 
nicipal honors In the old city of Quebec. 
There was a great deal of objection 
to his candidature, and Sir Wilfrid 
wrote to the senator: "I refuse for the 
present to interfere, but in view of the 
situation I tli ink in the general Inter- 
ests of the party you should withdraw 
your candidature." , 

In reply, Senator Choquette wrote: 
"At your request, and as you say, In 
the Interests of the party 1 vetlre from 
the municipal contest, and desire also 
to return you the direction and control 
o* Le Soleil, newspaper, (Hear, hear.) 
Time Will Come. 

That was why we were afraid for the 
result of our mission when In Ottawa, 
when we were told that Le Solell un- 
doubtedly represented the views of Sir 
Wilfrid himself, 

But, sir, the date is not far distant 
when no public man In Canada, either 
through his organ, or by his own action 
can refuse to recognize the little prov- 
ince of Manitoba as anything more than 
a bastard province of this confedera- 
tion of Canada. We are asking for no 
favors, we are looking for none; we will 
accept nothing, and we want nothing 
but our rights. We are pleading mere- 
ly for the same justice and the same 
fair play as others have received, but 
which lias been denied to us. We may 
have to wait for a time. We may hr.ve 
to wait until we see the administration 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier politically dead, 
and politically damned In the eyes of 
the g6od citizens of this Dominion of 
ours, but the time will come and when 
that day arrives a Conservative admin- 
istration will arise to extend to us and 
to all good citizens of Canada equal 
liberty,' equal justice, and equal fair 
play in all parts of the great Dominion 
which clnims our allegiance at the 
present time. (Loud and prolonged 
applause during Which the premier 
vigorously shook Mr. Rogers' hand and 
the latter resumed his seat.)
